REMARKS 

In response to the above-noted Office Action, Applicant has amended claims 1,31, and 
32 in response to the rejections of record. 

Regarding the rejection of claims 1-6, 8-15, 18-23, 26-28 and 31-32 as being indefinite 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, Applicant has amended claims 1 and 31 to add the 
language -to obtain an extraction mixture- after "solution" as suggested by the Examiner. In 
addition. Applicant has amended claim 1 changing "a powder with a particle size" to -a powder 
to a particle size- in line two as suggested by the Examiner. Additionally, Applicant has 
amended claim 32 changing "solvent" to -solution- in order to provide proper antecedent basis. 
In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, is requested. 

Claims 1-4, 13-15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103 as obvious over Masaki. In response. Applicant has amended 
claim 1 to incorporate the limitation from allowed claim 5 which has been cancelled and 
limitations from allowed claim 31. Inasmuch as the remaining claims depend from claim 1 
which has been amended to include the limitations of previously allowed claims, it is submitted 
that all of the claims pending for examination, namely claims 1-4, 6, 8-15, 18-23, 26-28 and 31- 
32 are in condition for allowance, which early action is requested.
